-tural* property in this state. 

Mrs. .Woodbridge, foy years 
leader in the movement to prevent 
encroachment of ‘ineligible aliens 
on California farm lands, an- 
nounced she has acceded to a re-| 
quest of, Attorney-General Webb 
to sponsor the proposed legisla- 
tion in the proposed legislation in 
the lower house of the loegisla- 
ture. 

In its out standing features the 
Anti-Alien Land Act is entirely 
satisfactory to prosecuting oftfic- 
ers, but there are loopholes in 
the law, Mrs. Woodbridge said, 
which the , attorney-general and:
